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INTRODUCTION 


Broward  County,  and  its  major  cities,  Fort  Lauderdale,  Hollywood  and  Pompano 
Beach  are  home  to  an  ever-expanding  metropolitan  community  with  over  one  million 
residents  and  an  ample  labor  force  --  over  500,000  in  the  civilian  labor  force 
as    of    January,     1984. 

Broward  County  enjoys  an  expanding  economy  with  a  complementary  balance  between 
high- technology  manufacturing,  international  and  domestic  tourism,  residential 
and  commercial  construction,  and  up-scale  retail  trade.  Broward  County  is  home 
to  such  high-technology  manufacturers  as  Motorola,  Harris  Corporation,  Burroughs 
Corporation,  Racal-Miigo,  Bendix  Avionics,  Gould,  Modular  Computer  Systems  and 
Sensormatic  Electronics,  as  well  as  to  the  corporate  and/or  regional  offices  of 
American    Express,    AT&T,     Houdaille    Industries,    and   Burnup    &    Sims. 

Broward  County  is  a  major  resort  area  with  a  year-round  subtropical  climate 
unsurpassed  in  the  continental  United  States.  Broward  offers  a  recreational 
paradise  of  golf,  tennis,  beaches,  boating,  fishing,  diving,  sports  events, 
cultural  events,  and  restaurants.  Broward  County  has  over  50  golf  courses,  more 
than  550  tennis  courts,  165  miles  of  navigable  canals  and  25  miles  of  Intra- 
coastal  Waterway.  Salt  and  freshwater  fishing  catches  include  sailfish, 
dolphin,  wahoo,  cobia,  mackerel,  bluefish,  amberjacks,  blackfin  tuna,  bonita, 
and  swordfish.  Scuba  divers  can  enjoy  Broward's  coastal  coral  reefs,  schools  of 
fish,  and  a  wide  variety  of  marine  life  including  sponges,  mol lusks,  Florida 
lobster,  and  sea  turtles.  For  spectators,  there  are  several  major  league  sports 
activities  nearby,  as  well  as  an  exciting  and  diverse  night  life  with  more  than 
2,300    restaurants    and    clubs. 


Broward  County  is  the  swimming  pool  and  yachting  capital  of  America.  Pool- 
building  industry  consultants  estimate  that  there  are  more  than  150,000  private 
swimming  pools.  There  are  over  100  yacht  brokerage  firms,  at  least  50  charter 
boat  operations,  and  about  25  canvas  products  manufacturers.  Estimates  indicate 
that  Broward's  resident  boat  population  is  over  30,000  with  an  additional  10,000 
boatfs  during  Broward's  winter  season.  The  recreational  marine  industry  ranks 
among    Broward    County's    top    industries. 

Broward  County  is  a  transportation  hub  and  transfer  point  with  Fort  Lauderdale/ 
Hollywood  International  Airport  providing  major  commercial  airline  service  and 
Port  Everglades  offering  an  outstanding  deep  water  port  facility  and  foreign 
trade  zone.  Rail  service  is  provided  by  both  the  Florida  East  Coast  and  Sea- 
board Coastline  railroads.  The  Florida  Turnpike  and  Interstates  95  and  75 
provide  quick  highway  access  to  neighboring  Dade  and  Palm  Beach  counties  as  well 
as  to  other  areas  of  the  state  to  the  south,  north  and  west.  There  is  currently 
planned  over  $5  billion  in  commercial  construction,  road  construction,  airport 
and  port  expansions,  and  in  major  office,  hotel  and  industrial  developments  in 
Broward   County  over    the   next   six    years.

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ENVIRONMENT 


Geography 

Broward  County  is  located  in  the  heart  of  Southeast  Florida  is  "Gold  Coast". 
The  Gold  Coast  includes  all  the  Atlantic  coastal  counties  from  Palm  Beach  to  the 
Florida  Keys.  Broward  County  covers  approximately  1,196  square  miles,  roughly 
25  miles  north  to  south  and  50  miles  east  to  west.  Most  of  Broward  County  lies 
within  410  square  miles  of  developable  land  east  of  the  South  Florida  Water 
Management  District  (SFWMD)  levees.  The  western  two-thirds  of  Broward  County 
(approx.  621  square  miles)  comprise  the  Conservation  Areas  and  an  additional  165 
square  miles   comprise    the   Seminole    Indian   Reservation. 

Broward  County  topographically  is  a  low  lying,  flat  plain  exhibiting  a  slight 
southeasterly  gradient  (2  to  3  inches/mile)  with  the  highest  topographic  relief 
located  along  the  coastal  ridge  paralleling  the  seacoast  2  to  3  miles  inland. 
Elevations  along  the  coastal  ridge  range  from  5  to  25  feet  above  mean  sea  level 
(msl)  while  two-thirds  of  the  County  lie  at  elevations  less  than  10  feet  above 
mean  sea  level.  The  Conservation  Areas  in  Broward  west  of  the  flood  control 
dikes  are  relatively  flat  with  an  average  elevation  of  9  feet  above  mean  sea 
level. 

Geology 

The  structural  or  geomorphic  features  of  Broward  County  include  the  Atlantic 
Coastal  Ridge  and  the  Everglades.  The  Atlantic  Coastal  Ridge  is  a  strip  of 
high,  dry  land  separating  the  interior  lowlands  of  the  County  from  the  coastal 
areas.  The  ridge  parallels  the  seacoast  and  is  comprised  of  a  limestone  rock 
foundation  covered  by  sand.  An  extensive  soil  survey  is  available  from  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Soil  Conservation  Services.  Broward  County  has  two 
basic  categories  of  soils:  organic  peat,  characteristic  of  the  Conservation 
Areas;    and   varying   sandy   types   east   of   the   Conservation   Areas. 

Climate 

Broward  County  has  a  subtropical  climate  characterized  by  warm  temperatures, 
plentiful  annual  rainfall,  and  mild  seasonal  changes.  The  average  annual  tem- 
perature is  approximately  75.5  F,  with  a  winter  temperature  mean  of  67.8  F  and  a 
summer  mean  of  81.9  F.  January  is  the  coldest  month  of  the  year  with  a  monthly 
mean  of  67.0  F.  Freezing  temperatures  have  been  recorded  on  only  a  few  days 
over  the  past  50  years.  August  is  the  warmest  month  with  an  monthly  mean  of 
82.7    F.       Summer   heat    is    tempered   by   cloud  cover   and   sea   breezes.

The  average  annual  rainfall  over  the  County  is  approximately  58.93  inches  a 
year,  characterized  by  small  localized  rainstorms  that  are  usually  brief  in 
duration.  The  heaviest  rains  are  from  June  through  October,  accounting  for  over 
60%   of   the  yearly  rainfall. 

The   primary   factors   attributing   to   Broward's   pleasant   climate   are: 

1)  its   proximity   to    the    equator    (latitude    26      north) 

2)  influence   of   the   warm,    north   flowing  Gulf   Stream 

3)  prevailing   southeasterly   tradewinds

Weather 

Tropical  hurricanes,  storms  with  wind  velocities  over  74  miles  per  hour,  hit  the 
Broward  area  infrequently.  In  fact,  only  12  hurricanes  have  been  recorded  in 
Broward  County  since  1911.  The  chances  of  hurricane  force  winds  are  estimated 
at  once  in  seven  years.  The  County  is  fully  equipped  with  a  comprehensive 
disaster  preparedness  plan  in  the  event  of  a  hurricane  hitting  Broward  County. 
The   hurricane    season    lasts    from   June    through   November. 

Atmosphere 

Excellent  air  quality  is  one  of  Broward  County's  major  amenities.  With  constant 
increases  in  both  population  and  automobiles,  the  maintainence  of  high  quality 
air  standards  depends  on  constant  and  careful  monitoring.  Air  pollution  in 
Broward  County  has  exceeded  accepted  air  quality  standards  in  less  than  100 
hours    each    year. 

Hydrology 

Water  provides  both  a  major  recreational  feature  of  the  County  and  a  valuable 
environmental  resource.  The  natural  drainage  of  the  County  is  to  the  southwest 
through  the  Conservation  Areas,  or  to  the  east  and  southeast  through  depressions 
in  the  coastal  ridge  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Natural  drainage  in  the  County  has 
to  some  extent  been  altered  by  the  complex  system  of  primary,  secondary,  and 
tertiary  canals  that  have  been  built  in  the  County  since  the  mid-1900s.  The 
original  purpose,  of  the  intricate  canal. system  was  to  drain  the  interior  wet- 
lands and  to  control  flooding.  This  man-made  system  drains  eastward  to  the 
Atlantic    Ocean.

The  natural  hydrology  of  Broward  County  involves  the  Everglades  and  swampland  in 
the  western  areas  with  the  coastal  ridge  acting  as  a  natural  barrier  to  the 
seaward  flow  of  water.  Today,  the  surface  water  hydrology  is  controlled  by  the 
South  Florida  Water  Management  District  (SFWMD)  and  the  local  drainage  districts 
through  proper  maintenance  of  the  primary  and  secondary  canals.  Primary  canals 
drain  the  urban  coastal  areas  and  transfer  water  from  the  Conservation  Areas  and 
Lake  Okeechobee  to  the  east,  replenishing  the  Biscayne  Aguifer  and  retarding 
salt  water  intrusion.  Control  structures  on  the  canals  regulate  flow  during  the 
rainy  and  dry  seasons  and  maintain  groundwater  at  specific  levels  in  urban 
areas,  in  farmlands  for  irrigation  use,  and  also  to  help  prevent  flooding. 
Outflow  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean  is  variable  depending  on  the  amount  of  precipita- 
tion. During  the  dry  season,  the  control  structures  are  closed  to  conserve 
fresh   water   and    to  help   abate    saltwater    intrusion. 

In  Broward  County,  the  Biscayne  Aguifer  is  the  sole  source  of  drinking  or 
potable  water.  Underlying  most  of  the  county,  the  Aguifer  is  wedge-shaped, 
being  thicker  along  the  coastal  ridge  and  thinning  to  the  surface  in  the  Conser- 
vation Areas  near  the  western  border.  Withdrawal  of  the  water  from  the  Aguifer 
is    regulated   by    the    SFWMD. 

There  are  49  municipally  owned  and  investor  owned  water  suppliers  in  the  County 
as  well  as  many  privately  owned  domestic  wells.  The  present  demand  for  potable 
water    is    easily   handled   by   these   utilities. 

Canals    and   Waterways 

Broward  County  has  an  extensive  waterway  system  including  the  Atlantic  Intra- 
coastal  Waterway  maintained  by  the  U.S.  Army  Corps  of  Engineers,  private  canals 
related  to  land  development,  and  drainage  canals.  There  are  approximately  266 
linear  miles  of  canals  of  which  an  estimated  165  miles  are  navigable,  and  25 
miles   of    Intracoastal    Waterway. 

The  Atlantic  Intracoastal  Waterway  stretches  from  Fernandina  Beach  north  of 
Jacksonville  all  the  way  to  Miami.  The  Waterway  has  a  minimum  depth  of  10  feet 
at   mean    low    tide    and    a  minimum   width   of    125    feet. 

Beaches 

Beaches  and  oceanfront  facilities  are  one  of  Broward's  major  natural  resources. 
There  are  nearly  23  miles  of  beach  frontage,  of  which  approximately  62%  is 
privately  owned.  The  remainder  is  publicly  owned  recreational  beach  (either 
County  or  City  owned)  including  four  fishing  piers  at  Deerfield  Beach,  Pompano 
Beach,    Lauderdale-By-The-Sea    and    Dania. 

Beach  erosion  is  a  natural  process  resulting  from  wave,  wind  and  tidal  activi- 
ties along  the  County's  sand  beach  Atlantic  shoreline.  The  County  has  on-going 
beach  renourishment  projects  to  maintain  the  shoreline  for  recreational  and 
environmental    purposes. 

Parks  and  Conservation  Areas 

The  urbanization  of  Broward  County  has  had  significant  impact  upon  open  spaces, 
scenic  areas  and  natural  environmental  and  wildlife  habitats.  The  County  has 
been  active  in  maintaining  the  delicate  environmental  balance  in  Broward  through 
the  preservation  of  open  spaces  and  the  development  of  County  parks.   There  are 
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about  4,517  acres  of  public  Land,  and  a  variety  of  parks  ranging  from  mini  to 
regional  facilities.  The  400,000  acre  Conservation  Area  is  considered  open 
space  because  of  the  outstanding  recreational  opportunities  in  fishing,  hunting, 
and  power  and  air  boating. 

There  are  nearly  200  parks  throughout  the  County,  over  50  public  and  private 
golf  courses  and  550  tennis  courts  scattered  throughout  the  County  as  well.

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POPULATION 


Introduction 

This  chapter  presents  selected  socio-economic  data  describing  population  in 
Broward  County,  (in  most  cases)  by  municipality.  Also,  county  and  state  popula- 
tion forecasts  are  provided  (Table  3-2),  and  municipalities  are  ranked  according 
to  particular  characteristics  (Tables  3-1  through  3-4).  Data  are  current  as  of 
1980,     though    some    1984    estimates    are    also   presented. 


Summary   of    Data 

Broward  County,  with  a  resident  population  of  1,100,777  residents  as  of  April  1, 
1984,  ranks  second  in  population  in  the  State  of  Florida.  Broward  County's 
population  has  grown  an  average  of  2.0  percent  per  year  since  1980,  with  the 
municipalities  of  Coconut  Creek,  Parkland,  and  Davie  showing  the  greatest 
percentage  of  growth.  Coral  Springs,  Pompano  Beach,  and  Davie  showed  the 
greatest  actual  growth  (Table  3-1).  Fort  Lauderdale  and  Hollywood  remain  the 
most  populous  municipalities,  while  population  is  greatest  in  unincorporated1 
Broward  County  (Table  3-1).  Broward  County's  population  is  expected  to  grow  by 
1.8  percent  per  year  through  the  year  2020  (Table  3-2).  The  County's  popula- 
tion  growth    is    still    expected    to    outpace    the    State's    growth    (Table    3-2). 

Data  illustrating  the  distribution  of  population  by  age,  show  that  the  three 
Broward  County  municipalities  with  high  concentrations  of  elderly  residents  are 
Hillsboro  Beach,  Hallandale,  and  Tamarac,  (Table  3-4).  Coral  Springs,  North 
Lauderdale,  and  Cooper  City  are  among  the  communities  with  higher  concentrations 
of    younger    residents     (Table    3-4)    . 

Data  suggest  that  municipalities  with  a  greater  proportion  of  families,  and  with 
a  higher  number  of  persons  per  household,  are  generally  found  in  the  western 
portion  of  the  County,,  west  of  the  Florida  Turnpike.  The  municipalities  of 
Parkland,  Cooper  City,  North  Lauderdale,  Coral  Springs,  Plantation,  and  Pembroke 
Pines  all  have  a  greater  than  81  percent  of  their  populations  as  families  and 
more    than    2.8    persons    per    household    (Table    3-4)    . 

Finally,  a  ranking  of  municipalities  by  1980  median  household  income  show  that 
the  small  communities  of  Sea  Ranch  Lakes,  Lazy  Lakes,  and  Parkland  have  the 
highest  median  incomes,  while  Hacienda  Village  and  Pembroke  Park  have  the 
lowest   median    incomes    in    the    County    (Table    3-4)    .

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HOUSING 

In  housing  and  population  Broward  County  continues  to  be  one  of  the  fastest 
growing  counties  in  the  United  States.  The  1980  Census  reports  total  year- 
round  housing  units  to  be  476,358.  Approximately  417,517  units  are  occupied  on 
a   year-round  basis,    while   58,841    units   are    vacant   for   some   part   of    the   year. 

The  average  price  for  new  single  family  home  including  some  townhouses,  was 
$93,353  in  1983.  Used  single  family  homes  sold  for  an  average  price  of  $85,500 
in  1983.  New  condominiums  sold  for  an  average  price  of  $66,521  in  1983;  while 
used   condominium  units   sold   for  an   average  price   of    $72,266    in    1983. 

The  rental  apartment  vacancy  rate  as  of  January  1,  1984  was  4.8%.  In  January 
1983,  the  county-wide  vacancy  rate  was  5.3%.  Rental  rates  vary  depending  on 
location   and/or   type   of    apartment   unit. 

In   Broward   County   the   mean   monthly   rents    as   of   January   1984,    are   as    follows: 

Efficiencies  $380 

One  bedroom  $450 

Two  bedroom  $590 

Three   bedroom  $700 

Construction  types  include  concrete  block  (CBS),  stucco  and  wood.  Garages, 
screened  patios,  family/Florida  rooms  and  swimming  pools  are  common  features. 
There  are  no  basements  in  local  homes  and  a  typical  home  ranges  in  size  from 
1,200  to  1,800  square  feet  of  living  area.  Many  homes  are  located  on  numerous 
lakes,  canals  and  waterways  offering  a  unique  lifestyle  and  recreational  ameni- 
ties.

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BUYING  POWER,  CONSUMER  INCOME,  AND  RETAIL  SALES 


The  Broward  County  area  (Fort  Lauderdale/Hollywood,  Pompano  Beach  Metropolitan 
Statistical  Area)  ranks  second  in  population  and  households  among  all  counties 
in  Florida  and  fortieth  among  the  315  United  States  metropolitan  market  areas 
surveyed  in  Sales  &  Marketing  Management's  1984  Survey  of  Buying  Power. 
Broward's  central  location,  sandwiched  between  Dade  and  Palm  Beach  Counties, 
enables  it  to  market  its  goods  and  services  to  a  combined  population  ranking 
among  the  largest  market  areas  in  the  country. 

During  the  year  1983,  effective  buying  income  and  retail  sales  for  both  Broward 
County  and  Broward  County  combined  with  Dade  and  Palm  Beach  counties  (3  county 
area)  continued  to  increase.  In  addition,  there  was  a  dramatic  increase  in  the 
number  of  families  with  effective  buying  income  over  $50,000. 

Table  5-1  shows  Broward  County  and  the  three  county  region's  selected  informa- 
tion on  consumer  income  and  retail  sales  for  the  calendar  years  1982  and  1983. 
The  data  illustrates  an  increase  in  Broward  County .  and  the  three  county  region 
households  with  over  $50,000  or  more  in  annual  income;  the  percentage  of  the 
households  in  this  category  increased  by  approximately  one  third.  Moreover, 
retail  sales  by  category  indicate  considerable  growth  in  automotive  and  building 
materials  purchases  over  the  1982-1983  period,  reflective  of  the  suburban  life- 
style available  in  Broward  County.  Table  5-2  lists  median  household  income  for 
Broward  County.

RETIREMENT 

Introduction 

The  American  Association  of  Retired  Persons  (AARP)  ranked  Florida  9th  among  the 
48  states  as  a  place  to  retire.  The  criteria  used  to  rank  the  states  included 
availability  of  urban  conveniences,  climate,  dual  price,  utility  rates,  property 
taxes,  other  living  costs,  the  ratio  of  elderly  to  working  age  population,  and 
opportunities    for  part-time  or  full-time  employment. 

These  criteria  are  useful  for  evaluating  alternative  sites  in  Florida,  and  Peter 
Dickinson,  editor  of  Sunbelt  Retirement,  ranked  South  Florida  very  highly 
because: 

1.  Housing   costs    average   between    $65,000   and    $95,000   and   property   taxes 
average   about    1.18   percent    of   market    value. 

2.  There    is    good   public    transportation,    "excellent"    senior-services,    and 
indoor   and   outdoor   retiree    activities    throughout    the    year. 

3.  Statistics    show   that   the   percentage   of   Florida's    65-and-older  population 
has   doubled   over    the    1960-1980   period. 

The  following  paragraphs ' summarize  some  of  the  services  available  in  Broward 
County    for    retired    citizens. 

Transportation 

People  needing  transportation  have  many  social  service  organizations  to  call 
upon,  but  none  offer  service  upon  demand.  You*  must  call  the  nearest  agency  or 
one  of  the  general  referral  services  to  determine  if  you  are  eligible  for 
service. 

Try  to  call  as  far  in  advance  as  possible,  and  be  prepared  to  adjust  your 
schedule.  All  the  agencies  vary  as  to  their  schedules,  eligibility  requirements 
and    reservation    systems. 

If  you  qualify  and  plan  ahead,  however,  you  should  be  able  to  obtain  transporta- 
tion: 

1.  Community  Service  Council  of  Broward  County,  1300  S.  Andrews  Ave.,  Fort 
Lauderdale,  offers  referral  service  only.  Call  (305)467-6333  for  the  name 
and    telephone    number   of    an   agency. 

2.  Broward  County  Social   Service  Transportation  Division,    605  SW  26th  St., 
Fort  Lauderdale,    has   one  number   for  general    information,    (305)765-8310. 
There    is    no    fee    for   transportation    to   nutrition   sites,    doctors'    offices,     and 
shopping,     but    reservations   must    be  made. 

A  Medicare  card  or  a  Broward  County  Transit  Identification  Card  will  allow 
anyone  65  or  older  to  pay  half-fare  on  a  bus  ride.  The  half-fare  is  25  cents. 
Riders  who  do  not  use  tokens  or  a  monthly  pass  must  have  the  correct  change. 
Drivers    cannot    make    change. 
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To  obtain  a  Transit  ID  card,    riders  must  go  the  Broward  County  Transit  Office 
desk    in    the   main    lobby   of   the    Broward   County   Courthouse,    201    SE   Sixth   St.,    Fort 
Lauderdale,     or   write   to   Box   21644,    Fort   Lauderdale,    FL   33335.      Include   proof  of 
age,    such  as   Medicare,    birth  certificate,    or  voter's   registration  card.      Send 
copies   or   bring  originals   to   the   courthouse. 

For  monthly  passes  that  allow  an  unlimited  number  of  rides,  older  adults  must 
pay  $9.  Passes  must  be  renewed  monthly  .and  may  be  purchased  at  the  Broward 
County  Courthouse  in  Fort  Lauderdale,  all  county-operated  libraries,  or  the 
transit  division  headguarters  at  1401  SW  39th  St.,  Fort  Lauderdale.  For  more 
information,     call    (305)765-5400. 

Social  Security 

If  you  are  no  longer  dreaming  of  retirement  but  planning  it,  you  do  not  even 
have  to  leave  your  house  to  get  your  Social  Security  checks.  All  you  have  to  do 
is  gather  some  documents,  make  a  telephone  call,  and  put  some  papers  in  the 
mail. 

Whether  you  do  it  by  phone  or  decide  to  go  to  one  of  the  Social  Security 
Offices,  this  is  what  you  will  need  to  gather:  social  security  cards  and  birth 
certificates  for  yourself  and  all  dependents  who  would  be  covered,  a  copy  of 
your  marriage  certificate  if  you  are  married  and  of  divorce  decree  if  divorced, 
and   W-2    forms    for   the  past   two  years    if   you  worked  during  those   years. 

You   will    be    asked  guestions    about    the    information   on    these    documents,     and    then 
. you   will    be    asked    to   mail    the    documents    to    the    Social    Security   Administration 
which  will  mail   them  back   to  you. 

To  find  out  if  you  gualify,  you  should  contact  the  SSA,  because  eligibility  is 
determined  by  a  complicated  formula  based  on  your  age  and  how  much  you  have 
worked. 

Just  how  much  you  receive  depends  on  how  much  money  you  made  over  the  years,  and 
this,    too,    is  based  on   a   complex   formula. 

You  can  start  getting  your  retirement  benefits  as  early  as  age  62,  but  your 
payment  will  permanently  be   20  percent   less   than    if  you  wait   until   you  are   65. 

To  obtain  marriage  records,  contact  the  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  State 
Division  of  Health,  Box  210,  Jacksonville,  Fla.  32201,  or  the  eguivalent  agency 
in   the   state   where   you  were  married. 

Marriage  records  began  June  6,  1927.  There  is  a  fee  per  copy  plus  additional 
costs    if    the   year    is    unknown. 

Birth  and  death  records  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Services  at  the  same  address,  or  by  writing  to  the  eguivalent  agency 
in    the    appropriate    state. 

The  Broward  County  Area  Agency  on  Aging,  13  SW  16th  St.,  Fort  Lauderdale,  can 
answer  general'  inguiries  about  retirement  benefits.  The  phone  number  is 
(305)485-6370. 
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The  Legal  Aid  Society  of  Broward  County  provides  legal  assistance  in  Social 
Security  cases  to  persons  with  limited  incomes.  The  society  is  at  609  S. 
Andrews  Ave.,  Fort  Lauderdale,  or  may  be  reached  by  phone,  (305)764-8110. 

Health  Services 

Throughout  Broward  County  are  agencies,  organizations,  associations  and  indivi- 
duals willing  to  reach  out  and  help.  Some  are  government-run,  others  are 
private.  Some  charge  a  fee,  many  are  free.  But  knowing  how  and  where  to  seek 
help  is  essential. 

Call  the  mayor's  office  of  the  municipality  in  which  you  live.  Ask  if  your 
community  has  a  division  or  department  of  social  services  or  human  services. 

Recreation 

Whether  South  Florida  is  a  lonely  or  friendly  place  is  up  to  you.  The  rest  of 
the  old  gang  may  still  be  up  North,  but  why  not  start  a  new  gang  here? 

Friends  and  recreation  are  just  a  phone  call  away.  Look  up  "associations"  and 
"organizations"  in  the  Yellow  Pages  where  you  are  likely  to  find  at  least  one  of 
your  interests  represented.

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FINANCE 


Introduction 

Broward  County  has  been  an  attractive  location  for  financial  institutions  for 
many  years.  Retirees  are  natural  customers  for  trust  and  investment  services. 
Young  families  and  professionals  actively  seek  mortgage,  installment  and  other 
types  of  credit.  Together,  these  groups  deposit  considerable  funds  in  Broward 
County  institutions. 

Deposits 

Financial  institutions,  of  which  banks  and  savings  and  loan  associations  are  the 
two  major  types  of  depository  institutions,  measure  themselves  by  several 
standards.  Total  assets,  total  loans,  and  total  deposits  are  common  measures, 
with  deposits  being  especially  important  because  they  are  the  principle  source 
of  funds  from  which  to  extend  loans.  Institutions  which  can  attract  deposits 
quickly,  can  make  more  loans,  so  deposits  and  deposit  growth  are  good  indicators 
of    an    institution's    lending   capacity. 

The  data  in  Table  7-1  suggests  that  Broward  County's  finanical  institutions  have 
rebounded  from  the  recession.  Total  deposits  at  banks  and  savings  &  loans 
appears   to  exceed   $14  billion,    a  six-fold   increase    from    1970   to    1983. 
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DEPOSIT  TRENDS  OF  COMMERCIAL  BANKS

Mergers  and  new  institution  formation  are  occurring  very  rapidly  in  South 
Florida.  Statistics  in  Table  7-2  indicate  that  Broward  County  has  nearly  400 
financial   institution  offices   serving   its   population. 

Florida's  three  largest  bank  holding  companies  dominate  the  State  and  South 
Florida.  Locally,  Barnett  Banks  merged  with  Great  American  Banks  in  1982,  and 
acquired  the  Bank  of  Hallandale  and  Florida  Coast  Banks  during  1984.  Meanwhile, 
Sun  Bank  merged  with  Flagship  Bank  and  became  the  second  largest  bank  in 
Florida.  Southeast  Bank  merged  with  the  Bank  of  Coral  Springs  in  1982,  and 
remains   the   third    largest  bank   in    the   state. 

In  Broward  County,  Landmark  Bank  holds  a  second  place  position  behind  Sun  Bank. 
Broward  County  is  the  headquarter  location  for  Landmark  Bank  and  for  First 
Bankers  a  medium-sized  holding  company.  Table  7-3  lists  the  10  largest  indepen- 
dent banks   and   the    10    largest  holding  companies    in  Broward  County. 

In  1984,  the  Florida  Legislature  approved  regional  interstate  banking  into 
certain  designated  southern  states  with  similar  banking  laws  permitting  bank 
reciprocity.  These  new  laws  will  more  than  likely  pave  the  way  for  interstate 
banking  with  Georgia,  Alabama,  North  and  South  Carolina,  as  well  as  other 
southern   states    in   the   near   future.

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Savings  &  Loan  Trends:   Interstate  Competition  Comes  Home 

Over  the  last  three  years,  thrift  institutions  from  California,  New  York,  and 

New  Jersey  have  established  themselves  in  Florida.  Although  commercial  banks 

are  still  prohibited  by  law  from  branching  out  into  other  states,  savings  and 
loans  have  no  such  restrictions. 

Consequently,  Broward  County  has  witnessed  United  Federal's  transformation  into 
California  Federal;  First  Federal  of  Broward's  acquisition  by  Glendale  Federal; 
and  Southern  Federal's  change  into  Savings  of  America. 

Despite  the  recession's  adverse  impact  on  mortgage  lenders,  most  savings  and 
loans  survived.  Moreover,  savings  and  loans  are  able  to  make  installment  and 
commercial  loans  as  part  of  a  federally  approved  strategy  for  diversifying 
thrifts  out  of  a  dependence  on  mortgage  lending  into  other  types  of  loans.  Now 
savings  and  loans  can  compete  with  banks  in  most  kinds  of  lending.  Thus,  there 
are  now  26  savings  and  loans  with  offices  in  Broward  County  and  more  are  on  the 
way.  However,  in  August,  1984,  regulatory  changes  will  decrease  the  rate  of 
mergers  and  acquisitions  of  savings  and  loans.  Table  7-4  lists  the  major 
savings  and  loans  in  Broward  County. 

On  August  2,  1984,  the  Federal  Home  Loan  Bank  Board  extended  the  period  of  time 
during  which  a  savings  and  loan,  recently  converted  into  a  public  corporation, 
is  protected  from  an  outside  takeover  from  one  year  to  three  years.

The  high  interest  rates  of  1981  and  1982  had  hurt  many  savings  and  loans.  To 
rebuild  the  industry,  the  Bank  Board  has  encouraged  savings  and  loans  to  convert 
from  mutual  savings  status  to  stock  ownership  as  a  way  to  raise  cash  eguity. 
Hundreds  of  savings  and  loans  began  selling  stock  to  the  public  during  1983. 
The  stock  market  successes  of  these  early  issues  encouraged  much  speculation  and 
many  takeovers.  The  Bank  Board's  decision  is  an  attempt  to  slow  down  this 
activity.  Meanwhile,  savings  and  loans'  growth  is  still  likely  to  continue  in 
South  Florida  and   Broward  County,    even   if  at  a  more  moderate  pace.

Summary 

Broward  County's  affluence  and  population  continue  to  be  very  attractive  to 
financial  institutions.  The  County's  residents  possess  approximately  $14 
billion  in  deposits  to  underwrite  loans  for  residences,  automobiles,  boats, 
businesses,  etc.  Some  400  offices  serve  the  County  at  present,  with  additional 
offices  to  open  in  the  future. 

Meanwhile,  interstate  banking  and  mergers  make  large  financial  institutions  even 
larger.  Barnett,  Sun  and  Southeast  banks  dominate  state  and  regional  banking. 
Landmark  Bank  is  the  second  largest  bank  headquartered  in  Broward  County,  while 
NCNB,  an  out-of-state  bank  is  growing  rapidly.  The  savings  and  loan  industry 
has  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  interstate  branching  for  a  few  years.  First  Nation- 
wide, California  Federal,  Savings  of  America,  Glendale  Federal,  Carteret,  Chase 
and  Citicorp  have  established  themselves  in  Broward  County  and  are  competing 
with  such  local  savings  and  loans  as  Atlantic  Federal,  Amerifirst,  American 
Savings,  and  Hollywood  Federal.  There  remain  independent  banks  and  savings  and 
loans  of  smaller  size  offering  a  full  range  of  services  to  local  customers. 
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EMPLOYMENT/ LARGEST  EMPLOYERS 


Introduction 

When  referring  to  employment  estimates,  either  the  civilian  labor  force  or  the. 
non-agricultural  employment,  it  is  important  to  recognize  the  major  differences 
in  the  definition  and  derivation  of  these  two  statistical  estimates. 

The  civilian  labor  force  is  an  estimate  of  individuals  (based  on  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  Current  Population  Survey),  in  the  work  force  residing  in  a  desig- 
nated geographic  area  but  not  necessarily  employed,  or  working  in  that  area. 
They  include  agricultural  and  non-agricultural  employees.  Persons  are  counted 
only  once  even  if  they  hold  more  than  one  job.  From  this  count  civilian  employ- 
ment and  unemployment  is  derived. 

Non-agricultural  employment  estimates  are  based  on  a  count  of  jobs  on  payrolls 
of  non-farm  establishments  within  the  designated  geographic  region.  Through 
this  method,  only  persons  employed  in  the  geographic  region  are  counted  and  if 
they  hold  more  than  one  job,  each  job  is  counted  in  the  measure  of  employment. 

Civilian  Labor  Force  Analysis 

Broward  County's  1983  civilian  labor  force  numbered  512,900  with  36,800  or  7.2 
percent  of  the  labor  force  unemployed.  Table  8-1  shows  that  from  1970-1983, 
Broward   County's  labor  force  more  than  doubled. 

While  Broward  County's  1983  employment  statistics  appeared  gloomy,  1984  post- 
recessionary  statistics  look  promising.  In  the  first  half  of  1984,  employment 
has  increased  significantly  while  umemployment  has  steadily  declined.  Broward 
County's  unemployment  rate  has  been  substantially  lower  than  state  and  national 
unemployment  rates  with  the  exception  of  the  mid-seventies  (1975-1977).  In  May 
1984,  Broward's  unemployment  rate  was  5.0  percent;  the  State  of  Florida  6.1 
percent;  and  the  national  rate  was  7.1  percent.

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Non-Agricultural  Work  Force  Analysis 

Over  200,000  or  53  percent  of  all  non-agricultural  jobs  in  the  County  are 
provided  by  the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  and  services  sectors.  These  sectors 
provide   nearly   45  percent  of  all   employee  earnings    in   the  County. 

Most  people  think  of  Florida  in  terms  of  tourism,  retirement  and  citrus 
production.  It  comes  as  somewhat  of  a  surprise  to  find  that  Florida  ranks  third 
among  the  states  over  the  past  decade  in  terms  of  absolute,  growth  in  manufactur- 
ing employment.  Only  California  and  Texas  have  experienced  more  rapid  growth. 
The    largest   component  of   this   growth  has   been    in  high-technology  manufacturing. 

Manufacturing  has  contributed  substantially  to  the  stability  and  growth  of  our 
local  economy.  Today  the  County's  manufacturing  sector  employs  over  44,000 
persons,  out  of  a  total  non-agricultural  work  force  of  380,000  and  a  residential 
population    of    1,060,00    persons. 

Manufacturing,  unlike  tourism  and  construction,  has  avoided  seasonal  fluctua- 
tions. Manufacturers  sell  to  established  buyers  which  is  a  continuous  function 
that   is   not  dependent  solely  on    local  conditions. 

Since  1960,  Broward  County  has  enjoyed  the  stabilizing  effects  of  manufacturing. 
One  significant  spin-off  of  manufacturing  has  been  its  contribution  to  the 
County's  low  unemployment  rates.  Therefore  the  County  is  still  well  below 
national  trends  of  high  unemployment.  As  of  May  1984,  Broward  County's  unem- 
ployment rate  stood  at  5.0  percent  of  Florida's  6.1  percent  and  the  natj.on's  7.1 
percent. 

During  the  1980's  Broward  County  is  expected  to-  become  the  third  major  high-tech 
manufacturing  center,  rivaling  California's  "Silicon  Valley"  and  Massachussett's 
"Route  128"'.  Today  South  Florida's  technology  is  working  all  over  the  globe, 
especially  in  the  field  of  electronics,  aerospace,  communications,  and  precision 
machining.  These  are  clean  industries  characterized  by  a  history  of  growth, 
high  wages   and   steady   employment. 

According  to  a  survey  conducted  by  a  national  accounting  firm,  Florida  has  been 
ranked  as  having  the  best  (number  1)  business  climate  in  the  country.  The 
reasons  stated  include:  right-to-work  state  with  few  unions;  available,  inexpen- 
sive labor;  a  "tuned-in"  state  government;  and  among  the  lowest  per  capita 
taxes  in  the  nation.  Some  of  the  major  companies  that  chose  to  do  business  in 
Broward  County  include:  American  Express,  Bendix,  Motorola,  Gould  S.E.L., 
Burroughs  Corporation,  Westinghouse  Corporation,  Harris  Corporation  and  Racal- 
Milgo. 

The  climate  and  lifestyle  of  Broward  County  give  it  the  ability  to  attract 
business  and  industry  and  to  improve  business  once  it  has  settled  here.  Because 
Broward  County  has  created  a  healthy  business  environment  we  anticipate 
continued  growth   in  manufacturing   and   other    industry   sectors. 

Executive  Labor  Availability 

The  two  citites  in  Broward  County  with  the  highest  concentration  of  persons  in 
the  35-44  year  age  group  are  Coral  Springs  (18.5%  of  City  population)  and 
Plantation  (15.4%  of  City  population).  More  thatn  107,000  persons  in  this  age 
group   live   in  Broward  County,    while  7,000   live   in  Coral   Springs   alone. 
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Supporting  this  employment  growth  requires  an  expanding  pool  of  working  age 
people.  The  University  of  Florida  population  projections  estimate  that  by  1990 
an  additional  138,000  persons  between  the  ages  of  25  and  44  will  move  to  Broward 
County  along  with  an  additional  53,000  persons  ages  45-64,  or  191,000  new 
residents    of   working   age.

INDUSTRIAL  GROWTH 


As  one  sector  of  economic  development,  industrial  growth  has  become  a  primary 
goal  of  Broward  County  since  the  establishment  of  the  Broward  County  Land  Use 
Plan  in  1977.  Broward  County  has  established  a  diverse  economic  base  and  with 
the  aggressive  efforts  of  the  Broward  Economic  Development  Board  continues  to 
attract  a  variety  of  industries  to  the  area.  Through  these  efforts  the  number 
of  industrial  firms  has  increased  steadily  since  1977.  Employment  increased  by 
39%  representing  over  11,500  new  industrial  jobs  during  this  same  period. 

In  order  to  accommodate  this  growth,  over  105  industrial  parks  and  office 
complexes  have  been  developed  in  Broward  County.  For  the  1984-1985  period, 
Broward  County's  62  industrial  parks  alone  offer  over  2,600  acres  of  available 
planned  industrial  land  as  well  as  buildings  available  for  immediate  occupancy. 
These  prestigious  industrial  and  office  parks  are  prime  locations  for  the  high 
technology  and  computer  oriented  manufacturing  firms  which  have  been  targeted  by 
the  County  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  types  of  industry  to  locate  in  Broward 
County.  A  detailed  guide  book  of  office  and  industrial  facilities  is  available 
from  the  Broward  Economic  Development  Board,  1001  N.W.  62  Street,  Suite  308, 
Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida  33309,  (305)491-3001. 

Investment  capital  has  been  made  available  for  this,  economic  growth  through  the 
sale  and  private  placement  of  Industrial  Development  Revenue  Bonds  (IRB's).  The 
Broward  Economic  Development  Board  is  the  central  point  of  application  and 
screening  for  the  IRB  program  and  has  been  since  the  program's  inception  in 
1977.  Over  twenty-nine  applications  have  been  screened  and  processed  resulting 
in  18  closings  accounting  for  $51,881,000  in  direct  capital  investment.  This 
resulted  in  approximately  1,604  projected  new  jobs  and  the  use  of  1,241,690 
square  feet  of  industrial  space. 

IRB  inquiries  and  applications  are  increasing  as  a  result  of  a  strong  program. 
Lower  interest  rates  available  through  ^the  program  make  this  form  of  financing 
very  attractive  to  relocating  and  expanding  industry. 

The  outlook  for  Broward's  future  industrial  growth  is  number  one  in  the  nation 
according  to  a  survey  conducted  by  the  Alexander  Grant  Company.  Broward  County 
has  the  number  one  business  climate  in  the  country  for  the  second  year  in  a  row. 
A  strong  and  friendly  business  climate  and  a  rapidly  growing  labor  force  are  two 
of  the  most  important  factors  in  continued  industrial  growth. 

Through  a  systematic  and  professional  approach  to  land  planning  and  financial 
incentives  at  every  level  (local,  state  and  federal)  industrial  growth  and 
development  will  continue  to  be  a  major  force  in  Broward  County.

HEALTH    RESOURCES 


The  health  care  delivery  system  of  Broward  County  has  expanded  significantly 
during  the  last  twenty  years.  This  growth  has  been  based  on  rapid  population 
increases;  large  seasonal  population  fluctuations;  and  a  shifting  of  the 
County's  age  distribution.  Additionally,  the  enactment  of  Medicare  legislation, 
along  with  the  expansion  of  third  party  payment  mechanisms,  has  further 
increased  the  demand  for  health  services  by  lowering  the  price  consumers  pay  for 
care.  The  data  reported  in  this  section  are  divided  into  health  manpower  and 
facilities.  More  detailed  information  on  health  services  available  in  the 
county,  and  their  utilization,  is  available  from  the  Broward  Regional  Health 
Planning  Council,  500  S.E.  17th  Street,  Fort  Lauderdale,  FL  33316,  (305)763- 
2900. 

Health   Manpower 

Three  major  categories  of  health  manpower  are  reported  in  the  following  tables. 
They  include  physicians,  dentists  and  nurses.  Table  17-1  presents  historical 
data  on  physicians  and  reflects  the  total  number  of  medical  doctors  (M.D.)  and 
doctors  of  osteopathy  (D.O.)  licensed  in  Broward  County.  The  number  of  physi- 
cians actually  practicing  medicine  in  the  county  by  specialty,  is  reported  in 
Table  17-2  in  full-time  equivalents  (F.T.E.)  Table  17-4  shows  the  number  of 
nurses  licensed  in  Broward  divided  into  registered  nurses  (R.N.)  and  licensed 
practical  nurses  (L.P.N.).  Since  1971,  the  numbers  of  these  health  profes- 
sionals have  generally  grown  at  a  faster  rate  than  the  overall  population,  as 
shown  by  the  decline   in   the  physician,    dentist,    and  nurse-to-population   ratios. 

Health   Facilities 

There  exist  two  major  types  of  health  care  facilities:  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes.  The  supply  of  hospita 1  beds  licensed  in  Broward  County  has  increased 
nearly  fourfold  since  1966.  However,  an  unequal  growth  of  supply  and  demand  for 
hospital  'services  has  caused  a  significant  reduction  in  the  average  annual 
occupancy  rate  of  hospitals  in  the  County,  as  shown  in  Table  17-5.  The  Broward 
Regional  Health  Planning  Council,  Inc.,  the  local  health  systems  agency,  has  set 
a  goal  of  4.5  hospital  beds  per  1,000  population.  Using  this  goal,  the  current 
stock  of  hospital  capacity  should  be  adequate  for  a  population  of  more  than  1.3 
million  people.  Table  17-6  provides  a  summary  of  the  utilization  of  Broward 
County's  20  short-stay  acute  general  hospitals  for  1984.  Table  17-7  describes 
the  type  of  care  available  at  the  county's  general  and  specialty  hospitals. 
Table  17-9  provides  the  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of  the  county's  hospi- 
tals. The  supply  and  demand  of  nursing  home  services,  as  measured  by  licensed 
beds  and  average  daily  census  is  recorded  in  Table  17-8;  both  have  increased 
slightly  in  recent  years.  The  occupancy  rate  of  nursing  homes  in  Broward  County 
is  relatively  high  at  the  present  time.

Public  School  System 

The  public  school  system  of  Broward  County  consists  of  97  elementary  schools 
(grades  K  through  5),  28  middle  schools  (grades  6  through  8),  22  high  schools 
(grades  9  through  12),  2  full-time  adult  centers,  2  area  vocational/technical 
centers,  and  10  special  centers  for  exceptional  children.  All  schools  are 
accredited  by  the  State  of  Florida.  All  high,  middle  and  elementary  schools  as 
well  as  all  centers  are  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools.  The  Broward  County  school  district  is  the  nation's  largest  fully 
accredited    school    system.

The  decline  in  student  enrollment  is  not  particular  to  Broward  County  and  is 
part  of  the  national  demographic  picture.  There  are  fewer  student  age  indivi- 
duals   in    the    U.S.    population    today. 

Recent  results  of  achievement  tests  indicate  that  Broward's  students  are  scoring 
above  the  national  norm  in  every  grade.  The  Average  SAT  scores  for  1983-84 
were   462   on   the   math   section   and   419   on   the    verbal    section. 
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The  special  Primary  Education  Program  is  designed  to  give  the  very  young 
children  in  grades  kindergarten  through  third  a  good  start  in  school.  Early 
childhood  education  specialists  and  teachers  have  been  added  to  school  staffs, 
class  size  has  been  reduced,  and  teachers  have  received  specialized  training. 
On  Saturdays,  throughout  the  year,  kindergarten  and  first-grade  children  receive 
extensive  examinations  to  detect  any  physical,  psychological  or  other  impedi- 
ments that  might  hinder  their  achievement.  A  compensatory  program  continues 
throughout   the   upper  grades    to   clear-up   remaining  problems. 

Since  1981-82  the  children  in  elementary  schools  have  been  enjoying  an  enriched 
curriculum.  Art,  music  and  physical  education  teachers  have  been  added.  In 
1984-85,  middle  school  students  are  taking  six  courses  per  day  instead  of  five 
in  1979-80.  This  gives  students  a  wider  choice  of  electives  including  modern 
languages,  computers,  pre-vocational  training,  group  guidance,  and  others. 
There  are  seven  courses  per  day  in  high  schools  beginning  in  the  1984-85  school 
year.  This  results  in  more  students  taking  college  entrance,  vocational,  and 
advanced  placement  courses.  Broward  County  schools  have  made  a  strong  commit- 
ment to  computers  with  approximately  5,000  terminals,  mostly  Apples,  spread 
throughout  its  160  schools.  The  Broward  school  system  has  one  of  the  most 
comprehensive  programs  for  handicapped  and  gifted  students  in  the  nation.  The 
School  Board  of  Broward  County  has  directed  by  policy  the  implementation  of  a 
comprehensive  kindergarten  thru  12  health  education  program  including  sex  educa- 
tion  and   information   about  drugs    and   alcohol    abuse. 

The  two  vocational  and  technical  centers  are  being  visisted  by  school  officials 
throughout  the  world  as  models.  A  third  vocational/technical  center  is  presen- 
tly under  construction.  It  will  be  located  on  the  main  Nova  University  Campus 
complex  in  Davie  and  be   completed  in   the   Fall   of    1985. 

There  are  more  than  8,000  parent  and  other' adult  volunteers  working  with 
students  in-  the  schools.  Every  school  and  area,  as  well  as  the  district  itself, 
has  an  advisory  council  including  parents,  other  citizens,  teachers  and 
students.  The  School  Board  has  established  a  link  with  the  County  Association 
of  High  School  Student  Councils  and  is  consulting  regularly  with  student 
leaders.  In  1983,  Broward  County's  Partners  In  Excellence  program  began.  This 
program  is  a  partnership  between  the  business  community  and  the  schools.  Busi- 
nesses offer  tutorial  assistance,  access  to  the  business  and  work  environment, 
and  specialized  expertise.  After  the  program's  first  year  in  operation  approxi- 
mately  32   businesses   are  working  with   54   schools. 

The. first  step  in  enrolling  your  child  is  to  determine  which  public  school  your 
child  will  attend.

Non-Public   Schools 

The  Florida  Department  of  Commerce  reported  in  its  Florida  County  Comparisons, 
1984,  that  Broward  County  had  180  private  schools  educating  29,000  students  in 
grades  kindergarten  through  12;  22%  of  the  school  age  children  in  Broward 
County,  Florida.  A  broad  variety  of  non-public  schools  include  college  prepara- 
tory schools,  programs  of  general  and  vocational  education,  schools  for  slower 
learners,  remedial  programs,  and  schools  for  the  learning  disabled.  Parochial 
schools,  as  well  as  many  non-sectarian  schools,  range  in  size  from  as  few  as  10 
students  to  student  bodies  of  over  1400.  The  majority  are  fully  accredited  by 
state,    regional    and  national   agencies. 

During  the  1983-84  school  year  from  the  non-public  schools  of  Broward  County 
came  27  National  Merit  Semi-Finalists;  one  student  finalists  representing  the 
county  at  the  1984  International  Science  Fair,  and  numerous  student  champions  in 
such   areas   as  athletics,    music,    and   fine   arts. 

Non-public  education  in  Broward  County  is  considered  to  be  an  innovative  leader, 
receiving  notice  in  several  national  educational  journals.  Central  to  this 
national  attention  is  the  Broward  County  Non-Public  School  Association,  a 
county-wide  association  of  40  fully  accredited  parochial  and  non-sectarian 
schools.  It  serves  as  a  model  for  progressive  cooperation  among  the  non-public 
schools  and  for  positive  cooperation  between  the  non-public  and  public  sectors 
in  education.

Public    Post-Secondary   Schools 

Broward   Community   College 

Broward  Community  College  offers  degree,  certificate,  community  service,  dual 
enrollment,  credit  and  non-credit  courses  and  Open  College  Programs.  The 
college  cooperates  in  setting  up  programs  either  at  the  business  site  or  at  one 
of  the  colleges  four  campuses  or  three  centers.  Additionally,  hundreds  of 
business  and  industry  leaders  serve  on  college  advisory  committees  to  assist  the 
college  in  keeping  up  with  changing  business  and  technical  skills.  Students  in 
BCCs  Allied  Health  programs  get  on-the-job  training  in  local  hospitals,  clinics, 
medical,  and  dental  offices.  Working  with  the  South  Florida  electronics  indus- 
try, the  college  has  developed  programs  in  computers,  robotics,  bio-medicine, 
international  business  computer  assisted  design  (CAD)  and  communications. 
Through  its  Career  Program,  the  college  assists  students  in  gaining  hands-on 
experience  in  local  banks  and  business  offices.  The'  College  operates  the 
largest  American  Banking  Institute  in  the  entire  Southeastern  United  States.  At 
the  reguest  of  Broward  Police  Chiefs,  the  college,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Broward   County   School    Board,    developed  the  Criminal   Justice   Institute  which  on  a 
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year-round  basis  works  with  police  agencies  to  expand  officers'  knowledge  of  law 
enforcement  and  corrections.  A  similar  cooperative  program  exists  with  the 
Broward  Fire  Academy.  While  the  college  works  cooperatively  with  business  and 
industry,  it  has  at  the  same  time  continued  to  strengthen  its  academic  offer- 
ings. Its  Associate  in  Arts  Degree  program  parallels  the  first  two  years  of 
degree  programs  at  four-year  colleges  and  universities.  The  college  is  fully 
accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  the  Florida 
Department  of  Education.

Other  than  Nova,  many  of  the  private  schools  are  small  and  limit  their  objec- 
tives and  programs  by  concentrating  on  specific  skill  areas.  They  attempt  to 
prepare  students  for  successful  employment  rather  than,  "be  all  things  to  all 
people".  These  private  schools  select  students  with  a  high  probability  for  suc- 
cess which  is  reflected  in  their  generally  high  placement  records.  The  private 
vocational  schools  are  very  flexible  in  meeting  needs  of  industry  and  adapt 
their  curriculum  to  make   their  graduates  more  employable. 

Broward  County  private  schools  can  be  divided  into  two  groups,  degree  granting 
programs,  or  diploma  and  certificate  programs.  The  degree  granting  institutions 
have  both  four  (4)  year  degrees  such  as  Fort  Lauderdale  College's  business 
programs,  or  two  (2)  year  associate  programs  such  as  the  Fort  Lauderdale  Art 
Institute  and  Prospect  Hall.  Usually  these  programs  are  strictly  vocational  and 
do  not  include   subjects  other  than  those  directly  related   to   the  subject  area.

Private  Vocational  Schools 

Broward's  vocational  schools  are  all  licensed  by  the  State  Deparment  of  Educa- 
tion, either  through  the  State  Board  of  Independent  Postsecondary  Vocational, 
Technical,  Trade  and  Business  Schools  or  the  State  Board  of  Independent  Colleges 
and  Universities.  These  boards  regulate  and  establish  standards  under  the 
accreditation  process  which  evaluates  the  willingness  of  the  private  school  to 
meet  uniform  quality  standards  of  the  national  accrediting  committees. 

Finally,  the  private  schools-  offer  the  general  public  the  alternative  to  the 
public  vocational  system.  The  schools  survive  on  the  tuitions  they  charge  their 
students  and  in  order  to  compete  against  tax  supported  institutions,  they  must 
offer  quality  education  and  employment  results.

HEALTH  RESOURCES 

The  health  care  delivery  system  of  Broward  County  has  expanded  significantly 
during  the  last  fifteen  years.  This  growth  has  generally  reflected  forces 
present  throughout  the  County.  These  forces  are  basically  three  fold:  rapid 
population  increases;  large  seasonal  population  fluctuations;  and  a  shifting  of 
the  County's  age  distribution.  Additionally,  the  enactment  of  the  Medicare 
legislation  along  with  expansion  of  third  party  payment  mechanisms,  has  further 
increased  the  demand  for  health  services  by  lowering  the  price  consumers  pay  for 
care.  The  data  reported  in  this  section  are  logically  divided  into  health 
manpower  and  facilities.  Mare  detailed  information  on  health  services  available 
in  the  County,  as  well  as  their  utilization,  is  available  from  the  Health 
Planning  and  Development  Council  for  Broward  County,  Inc.  publications: 
1979  Inventory:  Health  Care  Delivery  System  of  Broward  County;  Broward 
County  Annual  Nursing~Home  Utilization  Report  1980. 

HEALTH  FACILITIES 

There  exist  two  major  types  of  health  care  facilities:  hospitals  and  nursing 
homes.  The  supply  of  hospital  beds  licensed  in  Broward  County  has  increased 
nearly  fourfold  since  1967.  However,  the  demand  for  hospital  services,  as 
measured  by  "average  daily  census"  has  only  increased  by  a  factor  of  three  during 
the  same  time  period.  Average  daily  census  is  defined  as  the  number  of  persons 
staying  in  a  health  care  facility  on  an  average  day  and  is  operational i zed  by 
dividing  the  total  number  of  patient  days  by  the  number  of  days  in  a  given  time 
period.  This  unequal  growth  of  supply  and  demand  has  caused  a  significant 
reduction  in  the  annual  average  occupancy  rate  of  hospitals  in  the  County.  The 
Health  Planning  and  Development  Council  for  Broward  County,  Inc.,  the  local 
Health  Systems  Agency,  has  as  its  goal  for  the  supply  of  hospitals  beds  of  4.5 
beds  per  1,000  population.  Using  this  goal,  the  current  stock  of  hospital 
capacity  should  be  adequate  for  a  population  of  more  than  1.3  million  people. 
Table  6  provides  a  summary  of  the  utilization  of  Broward  County's  20  short-stay 
acute  general  hospitals  for  1980.  Additionally,  a  map  showing  the  location  of 
these  hospitals  is  provided. The  supply  and  demand  of  nursing  home  services,  as 
measured  by  licensed  beds  and  average  daily  census  respectively,  have  remained 
relatively  constant  over  the  past  seven  years.  Additionally,  the  occupancy  rate 
of  nursing  homes  in  Broward  County  is  relatively  high  at  the  present  time. 

HEALTH  M\NPOWER 

Three  major  categories  of  health  manpower  are  reported  in  the  following  tables: 
physicians,  dentists  and  nurses.  Historical  data  on  physicians  reflect  the  total 
numbers  of  medical  doctors  (M.D. )  and  doctors  of  osteopathy  (D.O.)  licensed  in 
Broward  County.  Additionally,  a  special  study  conducted  by  the  Community 
Hospital  Education  Council  during  1980  determined  the  number  of  physicians 
actually  practicing  medicine  in  the  County  by  specialty.  This  data  is  reported 
in  Table  2  with  the  numbers  of  physicians  displayed  in  full  time  equivalents 
(F.T.E.).  Finally,  nurses  licensed  in  Broward  are  divided  into  registered  nurses 
(R.N.)  and  licensed  practical  nurses  (L.P.N.) .  Since  1971,  the  numbers  of  these 
health  professionals  have  grown  at  a  faster  rate  than  the  overall  population. 
This  fact  is  evidenced  by  the  decline  in  the  physician,  dentist,  and  nurse  to 
population  ratios  provided.
